LEAVING the European Union would 
threaten jobs and put the Harlow 
economy at risk, according to a group 
of community leaders. 

A letter signed by business leaders, 
health workers, educationalists, com¬ 
munity stalwarts and cultural ambas¬ 
sadors warns that Brexit would deter 
investment in the town. 

Harlow Leave campaigners respon¬ 
ded by arguing that many companies 
do no business with the EU but are 
still bound by regulations passed 
down from Brussels. 

Directors 

The letter sent to the Star has been 
signed by the chairmen and man¬ 
aging directors of 10 companies, 
including Gratnells Ltd, Astro Light¬ 
ing and Robert Stuart Ltd. 

Also named in the list of 23 sig¬ 
natories from business, health, the 
arts and education are the heads of 
Burnt Mill Academy Trust and Pass- 
mores Academy and Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital chief executive Phil 
Morley.

Union’s warning as 
138 firefighter jobs 
go in spending cuts 


Authority agrees to make £6.4m budget savings

UNION leaders have warned that a 
decision to axe more than a fifth of the 
county’s full-time firefighters will put 
the public at greater risk. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice will lose 138 of its 570 full-time 
firefighters as it looks to make annual 
savings of £6.4m annual savings. 

No stations will close as a result of 
the decision and the number of on-call 
firefighters will increase from 437 to 
456. 

Essex Fire Authority members were 
faced with three options, two of which 
would have changed the crewing of the 
second fire engine at Harlow fire sta¬ 
tion from full-time to on-call. However, 
they decided on a course of action 
which leaves the status of crews and 
appliances at Harlow unscathed. 

In December the service was 
informed its multi-million pound grant 
from central government - around 20 
per cent of its annual budget - will 
disappear by 2020. 

Consultation 

It then embarked on a 12-week con¬ 
sultation with staff and the public to 
gauge opinions on three potential 
money-saving schemes. More than 
17,000 responses were received, the 
majority favouring option two which 
was agreed by the fire authority last 
Wednesday 

EFA chairman Anthony Hedley said 
the implementation plan for option two 
will be designed by Essex Fire Service 
and presented to the authority in 
September. 

“The decision provides clarity on the 
future of the service,” he said. “Option 
two gives us the greatest scope to 
provide a robust response while

AS a result of the decision taken by 
Essex Fire Authority last week,

The service will be left with 66 
fire engines, 18 of which would be 
whole-time and the remaining 48 
on-call. 

The number of whole-time 
firefighters will be reduced from 
570 to 432 and the number of on- 
call firefighters increased from 437 
to 456. 

The anticipated savings of 
implementing the proposals are 
£6.4m annually but will require a 
two per cent increase in the fire 
service proportion of council tax, 
equivalent to approximately £1.35 a 


year on the average Band D 
property. 

It is predicted to meet both the 
response standards, attending 
potentially life-threatening calls in 
an average of 10 minutes and 90 
per cent of all calls within 15 
minutes. 


expanding the service’s role in pre¬ 
vention and protection and it was great 
to have the confidence of 70 per cent of 
respondents. 

“Both our consultation and the ana¬ 
lysis of its results were carried out by 
professional experts so I have no doubt 
that our findings are a true reflection of 
what the people of Essex think.” 

Gary Critch, chairman of the Essex 
Fire Brigade Union, said there was no 
question the cuts would diminish the 
service’s ability to respond when the 
public are in danger. 

Union secretary Riccardo la Torre 
said: “I appreciate this was the least 
worst of the options considered by the 
authority but these are the biggest cuts 
we have ever seen to firefighting in 
Essex. 


“Essex makes the most rescues in the 
country, second only to London, which 
is an incredible statistic.” 

He added: “People need saving 
regardless of the politics that goes on 
behind the scenes and we don’t want 
this year’s people in need to become 
next year’s fatality statistics. 

Worrying 

“The cuts are worrying, there is no 
getting around that. More than 95 per 
cent of respondents to the consultation 
voted for the smallest frontline cuts or 
for no cuts at all. 

“What I hope for now is an open and 
honest dialogue with the fire authority 
and Essex Fire Service so that the 
safety of the public and our own fire¬ 
fighters aren’t put in jeopardy.”

our students benefit from the ease 
of opportunities to travel and 
learn abroad, giving them a 
broader perspective for their 
education.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon has 
also backed the views expressed 
in the letter. He said: “Unemploy¬ 
ment has fallen significantly and 
we have a new multimillion- 
pound Enterprise Zone and Pub¬ 
lic Health England moving to 
our town. I support Remain 
because of the risks to our jobs 
and security.” 

However, Leave campaigners 
say they also have the support of 
many of the town’s teachers, 
health professionals and business 
leaders. 

Businessman Chris Ford and 
Harlow Vote Leave’s business 
spokesman said: “The over¬ 
whelming number of businesses 
in this country are small and 
medium enterprises and 95 per 
cent of businesses in this country 
do no business with the EU 
whatsoever. 

Regulations 

“However they are of course 
bound up in the directives and 
regulations passed down by the 
EU and a vote to leave the EU is a 
vote to free those businesses. 

“Real people have seen their 
wages face deflation and a lack of 
jobs partly due to migration - 
multinationals and bankers have 
done very well out of the EU but 
not the normal person on the 
street.” 

Karen Spencer, the principal of 
Harlow College, is one of the sig¬ 
natories to the letter but college 
governor and Harlow Vote Leave 
finance chief Eddie Johnson, 
added “there are a series of dif¬ 
fering viewpoints” at the educa¬ 
tional establishment. 

The EU referendum will be held 
on Thursday, June 23.

Driver who caused two deaths avoids jail term 



TRAGIC DEATH: Daniela

A DRIVER who caused the 
death of a former Harlow Col¬ 
lege student and her friend in 
a crash has avoided a prison 
sentence. 

Daniela Ruggiero, who 
studied dance for two years at 
the college, and Charlotte 
Dove were on their way to The 
Dance College in Royston 
where they were training to 
become teachers, when a deer 
leaped in front of their car. 

Ms Ruggiero brought her 


car to a standstill after it hit 
the animal on the A10 near 
Puckeridge but the driver 
behind - Luiz Rocker, of Tower 
Road, Ware - ploughed into 
the back of the stationary 
vehicle without applying the 
brakes. 

Ms Ruggiero and Ms Dove 
were killed when their car 
burst into flames. 

Rocker, 48, was given a 16- 
month sentence suspended for 
two years and disqualified 


from driving for 18 months 
when he appeared at St 
Albans Crown Court on 
Monday. He had previously 
pleaded guilty to causing their 
deaths by careless driving but 
was cleared of the more ser¬ 
ious charge of causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

Judge Mark Dennis said he 
had arrived at the “firm con¬ 
clusion” that the sentence 
should be suspended and said 
the defendant “went beyond 


what was expected in law” 
when he tried to pull the girls 
from the burning car. 

In a statement released 
after sentence was passed, Ms 
Ruggiero’s family described 
her as “vibrant, so talented, 
full of life and a joy to every¬ 
one who met her”. 

“She wanted to become a 
dance teacher and this would 
have been her future career. 
Our pain and suffering will go 
on forever.”

Save county’s 
rail crossings 

SIR, Network Rail has been 
talking for some time about 
proposals to stop the use of a 
number of footway level 
crossings in Essex. 

However, the scale of those 
involved in their recently 
announced programme is 
overwhelming. Over 60 crossings 
have been identified across 
Essex. It is an unprecedented 
attack on walking and riding 
routes. 

It seems it is not Network 
Rail’s intention to build bridges 
but to divert footpaths and bridle 
ways to other crossing points. 
This will mean the loss of well- 
used and much-loved footpaths 
and local walks. 

We should remember most of 
these paths are older than the 
railway and to lose them will be 


a major loss to local 
communities.

Road plans 
are ridiculous 

SIR, Another round of 
presentations of Essex County 
Council’s road proposals are to 
take place this month. 

These regurgitated proposals 
are becoming more and more 
associated with Cllr Rodney Bass 
personally and less and less 
likely to change so long as he has 
anything to do with it. 

One is driven to the 
conclusion that there must be a 
hidden agenda for such 
ridiculous proposals to be forced 
onto the people of Harlow. 

Procrastination on the topic of 
an additional access to the Mil 
and the essential northern link 
road has gone on for decades and 
so it might seem unfair to lay all 
the blame on Cllr Bass. However, 
his abrasive and unco-operative 
manner and his failure to deal 
with the matter on a regional 
basis and to concentrate on the 
narrow one of Harlow (and 
adjacent to a proposed new large 
housing development at its north 
east corner) indicates that he is 
not the man for the job. 


His public comments about 
lack of meaningful liaison with 
Hertfordshire County Council 
are just appalling. 

All the study work, overall 
conclusions and then decisions 
should be in the hands of 
Highways England, but it seems 
that central government has 
made their position sufficiently 
ambiguous as to make them 
impotent. 

So, with the present political 
arrangements, Highways 
England will receive Cllr Bass’s 
proposals, produce a report to 
justify their involvement, 
possibly make some trivial 
changes and then rubber-stamp 
the proposals.

Video vigilante: 
‘I feel no guilt’ 


But self-styled paedo hunter says 
he was shocked by man’s death

A SELF-styled paedophile hunter 
says he feels no guilt over the 
suicide of a Harlow man caught 
on camera allegedly attempting to 
meet up with a 14-year-old girl. 

Christopher Wood goes by the 
name of Catfish the Hunter to 
ensnare suspected sex offenders 
and groomers, but earlier this 
month courted controversy after 
the death of father-of-two Terry 
Hurford, who was arrested by 
police on suspicion of grooming 
after being filmed. 

“I see what I do as a duty,” he 
said. “I know that what I’m doing 
is 100 per cent within the law but a 
lot of people think it is morally 
wrong. 

“My heart is in the right place 
and I’m trying to do some good.” 

Mr Wood, 23, created the fake 
profile of a 14-year-old girl. He 
adopted the alias of Catfish the 
Hunter and quickly amassed a 
large social media following. 

He started checking chat web¬ 
sites and a dating site in the hope 
of attracting predators, but is 
adamant what he is doing is not 
entrapment always waited for the 
man to make the first contact 

“The guys will always ask me 
questions first and I will reply, he 
said. 

He currently estimates he is in 
conversation with up to 20 men 
but it is the case of Mr Hurford, 
who was confronted after he 
drove from Harlow to Canvey 
Island allegedly planning to meet 
a 14-year-old girl called Lizzie, 
that has put him in the spotlight. 

Two videos of their encounter, 
in which Mr Hurford questions 
Mr Hurford about his intentions 
were uploaded to the internet. 

Three days after he was arres¬ 


ted, 44-year-old Mr Hurford 
hanged himself. 

“I really do feel sorry for his 
family but I don’t feel like I’m 
guilty for whatever happened to 
him,” said Mr Wood. “I didn’t 
instigate the messages, I didn’t 
instigate the meeting and I didn’t 
instigate his suicide.” 

He added: “What happened was 
a tragedy but Terry had prob¬ 
lems. 

“His death has made me think 
long and hard about what I’m 
doing. I don’t feel any guilt over 
what happened but I certainly 
don’t want it to happen again. 

“What happened with Terry 
Hurford really shocked me but I 
do believe I’m what I’m doing and 
what I’m saying.” 

He added: “I’m going to keep on 
uploading the videos but I will

blur the faces until they have 
been through the courts and been 
found guilty,” he said. 

■ Essex Police will not be invest¬ 
igated by an independent watch¬ 
dog over the death of Mr 
Hurford. 

The force had referred the case 
to the Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission but it ruled 
that the matter could be dealt 
with internally by the force. 


Suicide victim had history 
of self-harm, inquest told 

TERRY Hurford had self harmed in the months before his death, an 
inquest was told. 

Coroner’s officer Malcolm Stewart told the hearing in Chelmsford 
police were satisfied there were no suspicious circumstances sur¬ 
rounding Mr Hurford’s death. 

“There was a recent history of Mr Hurford self-harming by the 
means of cutting his wrists around 10 months previously,” said Mr 
Stewart. “He was separated from his wife and children, who resided at 
a different address. 

Coroner Eleanor McGann said she was satisfied and sure that Mr 
Hurford intended to kill himself due to his history of self-harm and the 
extensive notes he left behind. 

“One of the notes to his children mentions that ‘everything I own is 
now yours’,” she said. “There is a further note that reads like an 
informal will and deals with dispersal of assets. Clearly we have 
someone who is contemplating his own death and intending to die. He 
says in his note to his children he is so very sorry.” 

She also said how Mr Hurford wrote in his notes: “I just made a bad 
call. I have made my life impossible to carry on with, I will never get 
back on track. I don’t think I have a place in this life any more so I have 
decided to buck out.”

Man’s death not suspicious 

HARLOW: The death of a man whose body was 
found in Netteswell Orchard in the early hours of 
last Thursday is not being treated as suspicious. 

Paramedics from the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust were dispatched after 
reports the victim, who has not been named, had 
been found with serious injuries. 

A trust spokesman said they treated the man 
but he died at the scene. 

Police initially treated the death as unexplained 
but the following day said it was no longer 
suspicious and a file was being prepared for the 
Essex coroner.

SINGER Rod Stewart has been awarded 
a knighthood in the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours.

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How hospice inspired Michael to take part in the Midnight Walk

MANY of the hundreds of people who 
have signed up for St Clare Hospice’s 
Midnight Walk next month will have 
personal reasons for taking part. 

Among them will be Michael 
Handley, 22, from Old Harlow, who is 
determined to give something back 
after seeing the care his father, Mark, 
has been receiving over the past few 
months from both the day therapy 
service and the clinical team. 

Mark, 52, started attending day 
therapy sessions at the Hastingwood 
hospice soon after he was diagnosed 
with a brain tumour in June last 
year. 

“Dad had to give up his business 
because of his illness and was just at 
home all the time so the group came 
as such a relief to him,” said Michael. 
“Every Friday he would come and 
meet with other men of a similar age 
with life-limiting conditions which 


has helped him come to terms with 
his illness. 

“He would come home after a few 
hours at the hospicelike a completely 
different person It was just amaz¬ 
ing.” 

As Mark’s illness progressed he 
needed further support and St Clare 
has been providing the family respite 
care in its inpatient unit. 

“When dad was diagnosed we just 
didn’t know what to expect as a fam¬ 
ily having never experienced an ill¬ 
ness like this before,” said Michael. 
“As his condition has deteriorated he 
has lost a lot of his abilities and it was 
down to me, my mum and my brother 
to care for him. We are all working 
full-time so were having to get up at 
the crack of dawn to help wash, dress 
and feed dad. We were all just 
shattered. 

“Dad was admitted to hospital in 


London and all he kept saying was ‘I 
want to go to St Clare’. He was beg¬ 
ging us to go for a tour so we could see 
what it is like. 

“My mum and I came for a visit 
and it was just a breath of fresh air. 
Everyone was so nice and helpful - it 
was like all the pressure of caring for 
dad was released. We could go back to 
being a family again.” 

He added: “Dad is getting incred¬ 
ible care and all our family is sup¬ 
ported. We can visit at any time of 
day, my mum can sleep over,and the 
staff are there for us if things get too 
much. 

“I am stunned by the amazing 
volunteers. They are always there 
offering us cups of tea and all the 
little things that just make such a 
difference. I can now actually spend 
time with my dad instead of running 
around making meals for him or 


getting drinks. We can be father and 
son again.” 

Michael will be taking part in the 
Midnight Walk on Saturday, July 2 
with a group of friends including 
Beth Collins, Kate Adams and Emily 
Fox. He has already received spon¬ 
sorship pledges of more than £1,400 
on his online Justgiving page. 

Jade Clarke, St Clare’s challenge 
and events fundraiser, said: “It is 
such a privilege for us to be able to 
provide support to Mark and 
Michael’s comments just go to show 
the difference St Clare makes.

Parents support 
new drink/drug 
drive crackdown 

Crash victims’ families back police campaign

A SUMMER campaign against 
drink and drug driving is being 
supported by the families of two 
friends who died when their car 
was hit by a vehicle being driven a 
man high on a cocktail of alcohol 
and drugs. 

Corran Powell, 21, and James 
Simmons, 18, were killed when 
the car they were travelling in 
was involved in the head-on col¬ 
lision in December 2014. 

James died at the scene while 
Corran survived the initial 
impact but passed away in hos¬ 
pital eight days later. 

The 30-year-old driver of the 
other car was also killed. A post 
mortem investigation revealed he 
was more than three times over 
the legal drink-drive limit and 
under the influence of drugs 
including cocaine and cannabis. 

On Friday Essex Police lau¬ 
nched its latest road safety cam¬ 
paign with the backing of James 
and Corran’s parents — Gennie 
and Antony Powell and Mike and 
Jill Simmons. 

Mr and Mrs Simmons said: 
“Driving any vehicle comes with 
responsibilities, you are essen¬ 
tially in charge of a dangerous 
weapon. If you must drink or take 
drugs please don’t get behind the 
wheel. 

“James was a kind-hearted, 
caring lad, He didn’t take drugs 
but drugs killed him. 

“We talk about James and the 
cruel events of that day every 
single day but people just don’t

realise the devastation it causes. 
Please don’t put another family 
through this.” 

Mr and Mrs Powell added: “Cor¬ 
ran’s death has left a gaping hole 
in everything we do, a hole that 
cannot be filled. I would never 
want anyone to feel about me the 


way I feel about the driver who got 
into a car that day knowing he had 
had too much to drink and had 
taken drugs.” 

Last year Essex Police arrested 
1,191 drivers on suspicion of drink 
driving. Between March 2015 and 
the end of the year, 81 drivers were 
arrested on suspicion of drug 
driving. 

As part of this year’s campaign 
road policing officers will be 
patrolling towns with busy night 
time economies as well as rural 
areas where some drivers believe 
they have less chance of getting 
caught. 

In addition to traditional 
breath tests, officers will be using 
new drug testing kits to detect 
drivers under the influence of 
illegal drugs including cannabis 
and cocaine. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction 
manager at Essex Police, said: 
“Drink and drug driving devast¬ 
ates lives and I would like to 
express my gratitude to Gennie 
and Antony Powell and Mike and 
Jill Simmons for agreeing to help 
us with our campaign this year. 

“I cannot begin to imagine what 
they have been through and the 
pain they live with every day but 
innocent people like them are my 
team’s motivation.” 

County police and crime com¬ 
missioner Roger Hirst said: “Bad 
driving is one of the biggest 
killers we face in Essex. I urge 
everyone to take responsibility 
when they get behind the wheel 
and not to drive whilst under the 
influence of alcohol or illegal 
drugs.”

JOBS and the economy were the 
focus of the Prime Minister 
when he visited Harlow on 
Friday to champion the Bremain 
campaign. 

David Cameron was taken on a 
tour of Robert Stuart Ltd, in 
Edinburgh Way, after which he 
spoke to journalists about the 
impact leaving the EU could 
have on businesses in the town. 

“It is about jobs, jobs, jobs,” he 
said. “I want us to make more 
things, sell more things and see 
more people get life chances. 

“This firm is a classic example 
of that. It supplies the aerospace 
industry and it is 
unquestionably better off with 
us in the European Union 
collaborating with other 
partners and suppliers. That’s 
why I wanted to come and make 
that point right here.” 

Mr Cameron, who was joined 
by Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
added: “Looking right across the 
East of England there are 300,000 
people working in this region 
whose jobs depend on us being 
in the European Union. 

“In this region 56 per cent of 
what we make and sell goes to 
the EU. The right answer for jobs 
and for livelihoods, for people to 
have more opportunities, is to 
stay in a reformed European 


Union. That is what it’s all 
about.” 

On the issue of immigration, 
Mr Cameron said: “I’m not 
avoiding this issue, the economy 
is the most important one. If you 
have a strong economy that is 
the answer to all the other 
questions. 

“There are important ways of 
controlling immigration and I 
think the best thing to do is to 
bring in my changes which 
means you have to work here for 
four years before you have full 
access to welfare benefits. We 
only get those changes if we stay 
in the European Union.” 


He added: “There are 
thousands of immigrants who 
are coming in and working very 
hard. In our social care system 
there are 60,000 people from 
other EU countries doing that 
vital work. 

“We do benefit from people 
working. We want to make sure 
people come and pay in before 
they get out.” 

Mr Halfon said: “The 
European Union is vital to this 
company because so much of 
their business is done in Europe. 
It is all about jobs and that is one 
of the reasons I decided to back 
the campaign to remain in.” 


FORMER Conservative Party 
leader and prominent Brexit 
supporter Iain Duncan Smith 
arrived in Harlow aboard the 
campaign battlebus on Saturday. 

Mr Duncan Smith spoke to 
shoppers in Broad Walk, telling 
them: “Harlow has the type of 
residents that would vote to 
leave. It is a town that knows the 
meaning of earning a living. 

“I think one of the points I 
made recently is that migration 
has dropped the wages of the low 
skilled. It’s been a disaster for 
them. 

“Migration shows that in just 
under 10 years 1.1 million people 
have come into the country. That 
is a city the size of Birmingham 
which puts pressure on wages, 
hospitals, schools and housing.” 

Mr Duncan Smith, who was 
heckled by pre-EU supporters 
wearing Boris Johnson masks, 
was accompanied by the leader 
of Harlow’s Vote Leave 
campaign, Councillor Andrew 
Johnson as he chatted to people 
and shook hands. 

“If Remain want to put up a 
little stunt of four people 
running round shouting abuse 
that is their problem,” he said. 
“All they do now is shout abuse.” 

He rejected claims that figures 
used by the Brexit campaign 


were untrue and said: “They 
have got our money and they are 
giving it back to us, telling us 
what to do. When you leave you 
take control of all of that. 

“This money is taken by them 
and it is spent on the things they 
want to do. If we take control of 
all of that we will decide what 
money we will spend it on and 
spend it better than they do.” 

Responding to claims that 
thousands of jobs would be put 
at risk if the UK left the EU, Mr 
Duncan Smith said “How do 
they know that? They don’t 
know that, do they? 

“The European Union has got 


youth unemployment levels of 60 
per cent in some places. 

“There is a real crisis going on 
in the Eurozone and if we stay in 
we get tied to that. We are not in 
the Euro but we have to trade 
with these people and we will be 
involved in bailouts. 

“The Remain campaign can no 
longer guarantee jobs. No 
government can guarantee jobs. 
The idea that you can guarantee 
jobs is ridiculous; look at what 
happened in the recession. 

“Only six per cent of 
businesses in the UK export 
anything to the European 
Union.”

LITTLE more than two years 
after Ofsted inspectors rated 
it as inadequate, a Harlow sec¬ 
ondary school is celebrating after 
receiving a glowing report.

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Knife attack teen 
‘flipped’ at insult 

Lashed out in anger after being called ‘Abdul’

A TEENAGER who lashed out 
with a knife during a street attack 
in Harlow has been sentenced to 
30 months in a youth offender 
institution. 

Joseph Alex, 18, of Little Grove 
Field, Harlow, claimed he slashed 
a 17-year-old with the blade 
because he called him ‘Abdul’, 
Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
on Tuesday. 

Alex pleaded guilty to attempt¬ 
ing to inflict grievous bodily 
harm with intent and to making a 
threat with a bladed article. 

Gerwyn Wise, prosecuting, said 
police were alerted to the attack 
by a resident. Although the victim 
refused to co-operate with offi¬ 
cers, CCTV footage which was 
played to the judge showed four 
youths getting out of a car and 
approaching him. 

Alex was seen putting on gloves 
and concealing a knife in his 


hoodie before using it to swipe at 
the victim’s upper body and then 
again when he fell on the ground. 
Mr Wise said the defendant’s 
friends then grabbed hold of Alex 
and the victim ran off. 

Lucy Ginsberg, representing 
Alex, said in mitigation he had 
been bullied at school after mov¬ 
ing to Harlow from east London. 

Bullied 

“His London school was multi¬ 
racial and he had no issues, but 
when he moved to Harlow it was 
predominantly a white school and 
he was significantly bullied 
because of his appearance, par¬ 
ticularly from this victim,” said 
Ms Ginsberg. 

She said that while in London 
he had worked hard to keep away 
from gangs but “things went 
downhill” when he moved to Har¬ 
low. 

Referring to the incident, she 
said Alex came across the victim 
by chance and armed himself 


with the knife for protection. “He 
[the victim] called him Abdul and 
at that moment he flipped,” she 
said. “He doesn’t remember 
much, adrenalin kicked in.” 

Ms Ginsberg said her client was 
worried that a custodial sentence 
would prevent him from spending 
time with his ill father in his last 
few years. 

But passing sentence, judge 
Christopher Ball said he did not 
believe Alex and his friends had 
come upon the victim by chance. 

“It was an attack spearheaded 
by you with the moral support of 
your mates against someone with 
whom you were establishing some 
sort of feud,” said the judge. “You 
tooled up. You took the law into 
your own hands.” 

He added: “The courts abso¬ 
lutely loathe young hooligans 
who go on to the streets with 
knives and use knives to sort out 
their problems. 

“You are lucky not to be facing 
something worse.”

OMING to a hairdresser near you 
comes a unique play that celebrates 
the conversations you have while 
being coiffured. 

In the latest theatre production for people 
that don’t do theatre, In Good Hands invites 
audiences in on the banter between salon 
owner Julie and her best customer Lisa. 

In association with Harlow Playhouse the 
play will take over two real life hairdressers: 
Elements Hairdressers in Bishop’s Stortford 
and Mr Smith’s Hairdressers in Epping. 

Lead artist Catherine Ireton, who plays 
Julie, said: “Hairdressers are places where 
normal social rules do not apply. People feel 
free to talk about taboo things. 

“The idea came about through a discussion 
with Grace Kiely, who plays Lisa. Women have 
a relationship with their hairdresser that is 
quite unique. 

“It is very up close and personal. That is the 
inspiration behind the piece and since then we 
have been putting the production together as a 
show with songs and stories.” 

Held as part of Harlow Playhouse’s Pay 
What You Can Season the Bishop’s Stortford 
show will be held on Sunday, July 3 and the 
Epping show on Monday, July 4. 

A real life hairdresser will actually give one 
audience member the works while the show is 
going on.

Catherine, who is 33, continued: “There are 
less places for people to have these 
conversations in high streets now. Setting the 
piece up at a hair salon was very important to 
us. 

“Through a projector the play is actually 
broadcast outside as well, so people passing by 
can see what is going on. But the people with 
tickets inside the salon will get a better feel. 

“We try and get across that sense of location. 
The show is really one of a kind. 

“I play Julie. She has been working in the 
salon for a few years. There is a lot of talk with 
Grace about the people that have come in over 
the years. Grace is just a typical client, they 
have known each other for years and there is 
quite a lot of banter between them.” 

Julie does not cut the hair of Grace but she 
does style it over the running time, which is 
designed to reflect the typical length of a cut, 
wash and blow dry. 

The dates in Bishop’s Stortford and Epping 
are part of a tour for Catherine and Grace who 
will premier the show at a salon in Cork, in 
their native Ireland. 

“Harlow Playhouse has been amazing,” 
continued Catherine. “We approached them 
and they secured the salon. 

“It is quite a mad project and we found 
people were really up for it, or they were not. 

“I am feeling great about the shows. We are 
really excited to finally be performing as we

Don't Worry - and get 
down to the Hit Cave 



ONCERNED Harlow’s rock 
scene might be on the 
demise? Well, Don’t Worry. 

The reassuringly named 
four-piece has been together for a 
productive 18 months which has 
seen the release of two EPs. 

Led by singer and guitarist Ronan 
Kehoe, Don’t Worry will perform in 
the latest Hit Cave night at Burnt 
Mill Snooker and Social Club in 
Harlow on Friday. 

“A few of us were part of various 
bands in the Harlow area,” said 
25-year-old Ronan. “We knew each 
other and it culminated in us 
forming Don’t Worry. 

“We are fond of the DIY ethos in 
music. Doing everything yourself. 
That is what we are trying to do 
with the Hit Cave too. 

“We are trying to play shows for 
people who are community minded, 
it is all about the community 
spirit.” 

Ronan founded the Hit Cave 
alongside Tony Morris in Bishop’s 
Stortford. The popular initiative 
promoted up and coming bands in a 
busy show. 

The pair transferred the Hit Cave 
to Burnt Mill earlier this year as 
they spotted a gap in the market 
when The Square shut, it was 
thought, for the last time on 
December 31. 

Don’t Worry has played already 
before a packed home crowd in 
Burnt Mill in January. 

“It was fantastic, it far surpassed 
our expectations,” said Ronan of the 
gig. “Everyone had a good time. It 
can be nerve wracking thinking 
about the turnout, but we were all 
pleasantly surprised by the number. 

“We are hoping for something 
similar this week.”

However, The Square has recently 
announced bands will return to the 
Fourth Avenue venue with a fresh 
line-up of gigs revealed.

He added: “We have recorded and 
released two EPs and a single, 
which we want to play this year and 
also get a new EP. 

“We play shows over the country 
and it’s always great to come back to 
our home town. Hopefully there will 
be even more people than in 
January. 

“We are hoping to put Harlow on 
the map and make it a town that 
bands want to come to and play.” 

Don’t Worry will perform at 
Burnt Mill Snooker and Social Club, 
in Edinburgh Way, Harlow on 
Friday, June 17 from 8pm. Tickets 
cost £6 on the door.

alma Hayek makes no secret of 
the fact she felt great empathy 
for her latest incarnation, a 
woman pining to become 
pregnant in new fantasy-horror 
Tale Of Tales. 

“My character is obsessed with being a 
mother. She’s having trouble having 
children and she’s deeply sad and lonely 
because of this, and I could empathise 
with her because I didn’t have my child 
until I was 41,” says the Mexican-born 
actress, who is mum to eight-year-old 
Valentina (her husband of seven years, 
billionaire businessman Francois-Henri 
Pinault, also has three other children). 

“I understand the fear she was going 
through: is this going to be a possibility 
for me in my life or not?“ 

The movie’s directed by the acclaimed 
Italian film-maker Matteo Garrone, 
whose previous credits include The 
Embalmer, First Love and TV series 
Gomorrah, but Tale Of Tales marks his 
first English language film. 

“Anything he proposed I would’ve done 
and I will do in the future. I feel so lucky 
I got to work with him,” says Hayek, in 
that melodic, husky voice. 

“I have a lot of Italian friends who are 
actors and it was always the on-going 
joke that he usually gives the leading 
roles to real people, he doesn’t work with 
actors. It was everybody’s dream to work 
with Matteo, so they were very jealous!” 


adds the star, looking conservatively 
glamorous in a black cardigan over a 
dress strewn with small swans. 

Her character, Queen of Longtrellis, is 
so determined to have a child that she 
follows the advice of a sorcerer and 
devours the heart of a sea monster. 

“When I read that scene, I thought this 
is not even going to make it to the film,” 
recalls Hayek, laughing. “I don’t know 
how Matteo managed to do something 
that is so grotesque yet elegant at the 
same time, and emotional. 

“Every take we would do, he would say, 
‘OK, now I want you to do this with 
desperation, now with love. Do it with 
hope, with sadness’. I didn’t know there 
were so many ways to eat a heart.” 

The film is inspired by the fairy tales 
of Giambattista Basile, an Italian 
academic, courtier and soldier whose 
work comprised more than 50 stories, 
weaving the sublime with the shocking, 
and influenced the Brothers Grimm. 

“The book it was based on was written 
in the 17th century, [but] all the conflicts 
of the characters are very relevant today 
and Matteo just takes it to the grotesque 
and the unimaginable, both 
psychologically and visually,” continues 
Hayek. 

Garrone, who also co-wrote the 
screenplay, has noted that choosing 
which tales to include, followed an 


“invisible thread”. 

“It involves three stories about women, 
each at a different stage in life,” notes 
the 47-year-old director. 

“But what struck us even more was 
the capacity of these tales to capture 
some contemporary obsessions: the 
powerful desire for youth and beauty, the 
obsession of a mother who would do 
anything to have a son, and the violence 
that a girl must deal with to become an 
adult.” 

Hayek agrees: “It’s incredible that this 
author was writing about the obsession 
with keeping beauty and plastic surgery 
back then. All the conflicts for women 
are very relevant today. So even though 
it’s a period piece, it feels very modern.” 

Given the actress’ flawless complexion, 
it would appear she’s found the secret to 
eternal youth. She looks 35 but turns 50 
in September. 

“I’m actually very excited about it,” 
she exclaims. “Turning 30 was kind of 
shocking. I really liked turning 40 and 
now I’m super-excited about turning 50. 

“When I was younger, I thought it was 
scary - you think you’re done with your 
life by 50, but I’m very fulfilled with what 
I’ve done in 50 years.” 

Raised in an affluent family in the oil 
rich coastal city of Coatzacoalcos, Hayek 
was sent to school in the US, before 
returning to Mexico to study at 


university. 

In her early 20s, she was cast in the 
title role in the popular telenovela 
Teresa, eventually moving to Los 
Angeles to pursue her career in 1991. 

Following bit parts, she landed her big 
break in Robert Rodriguez’s Desperado, 
opposite Antonio Banderas, in 1995. 

Rodriguez also cast Hayek in From 
Dusk Till Dawn, alongside George 
Clooney and Quentin Tarantino the 
following year - and she hasn’t stopped 
since, with over 60 acting credits to her 
name. 

“I’m very happy. I feel so energetic and 
I’m very excited to discover that I still 
have so much curiosity and so many 
things to look forward to in my life. 

“My life turned out to be better than I 
thought it was going to be when I was 20, 
so I think it’s a really exciting time,” 
states the star, who executive-produced 
the hit US TV series Ugly Betty and 
spent almost a decade bringing her 
passion project Frida to the big screen. 

The biopic earned multiple award 
nods, including a Best Actress Oscar 
nomination for Hayek, who’s currently 
filming The Hitman’s Bodyguard, while 
two new movies, the adult animation 
Sausage Party and comedy Drunk 
Parents are in the offing.

ink has got a huge 
weight of baggage 
riding on it - it’s 
Barbie doll, baby girl, 
fluffy, lightweight, 
romantic, pretty pretty and a 
[pale] red rag to a bull to many 
feminists. Of course, if you are 
Indian or Japanese, or indeed 
living in 18th century Britain, 
then it would have a masculine 
connotation - these things are 
not set in stone... 

Well, I used to loathe pink for 
most of the reasons I mentioned 
until I started researching 
colour when I became an 
interior designer. 

Working with it entirely 
changed my view - it is one of 
the most versatile and useful 
colours in the entire palette, 
always warming and cheering. It 
can be in your face fuchsia or 
barely blush there, or indeed, the 
pretty candy pink that is the first 
tone that usually springs to 
mind. The key to using it is the 
shade you pick for the result you 
want. 

The one that is all the rage at 
the moment is achingly 
sophisticated and subtle, a very 
soft almost-not-there wash of a 
colour. It’s got a hint of yellow 
base in it, making it almost - but 
not quite! - a nude beige tint. 

Add some of this colour now 
over the summer and it marks 
you out as absolutely on trend, 
and, come the cooler days, it will 
add an understated and delicate 
warmth. So a real winner this 
one. 

Being so subtle, it’s a very 
easy colour to use, and you 
probably don’t need me to give 
you some ideas, but I’m going to 
anyway! It works with virtually 
any colour you like, though I 
might avoid some of the yellows 
- always a tricky colour, yellow, 
and in this instance could make 


the pink feel sickly. 

It works particularly well with 
neutrals, ensuring that your 
scheme will have a liveliness 
that is a world away from the 
noughties clinical minimalism: 
it will warm a dove grey or a 
brilliant white and add depth to 
a soft caramel. 

If your overall scheme is 
neutrals, remember to add lots of 
textures or surfaces with 
different finishes to provide 
interest - metallics and velvets 
or knubbly tweeds and sheers. 

Master of the sophisticated 
greyed neutral, Farrow & Ball, 
have launched a new colour in 
exactly the right shade, called 
Peignoir. They describe it as 
‘grey pink with a romantic feel 


inspired by the chiffon gowns in 
which ladies traditionally 
brushed their hair in boudoirs.’ 
I’m not entirely sure that that 
inspires me, but the shade is 
gorgeous. I like the way they 
pair it with a grey neutral, 
Worsted, and the quirky red 
telephone gives it a shot of 
grounding colour. 

With other colours, it will 
enliven a dull green or feel avant 
garde with a strong clear orange. 
It will be quite intriguing with a 
soft blue - this year Pantone’s 
colour of the year was in fact 
this combination, Rose Quartz 
and Serenity, ‘reflecting 
connection and wellness’. So 
now you know... 

My particular favourite 


combination is with a soft dull 
teal, which is almost grey, but 
warmed through with 
blue-green. The new collections 
by Sheila Coombs [a master of 
colour] at Brian Yates are a case 
in point. 

If you want to make sure there 
is not a hint of a possibility that 
this is girly, then partner it with 
narrow dark framed black and 
white photographs. 

You don’t need to go so far as 
to make them of car engine 
blocks or a rugby match on a 
rainy day - the sharp contrast 
and graphic nature will do the 
business.

Harris's home before Dumbledore 



RICHARD Harris turned down 
the role of Professor Albus 
Dumbledore in the first Harry 
Potter film in 2001, but his 
11-year-old granddaughter 
begged him to reconsider, 
threatening never to talk to him 
again if he refused the role. 

One of the last century’s 
hell-raising actors, he died a 
year later, but appearing at 
Hogwarts introduced Harris to a 
new generation of fans. He’d not 
enjoyed cinematic success for a 
while, but at the height of his 
stardom in the 1960s and early 
1970s, Harris was as well known 
for his drunken brawls, 
bankruptcies, divorces and 
philanderings as his acting. 

A touring production of 
Camelot, with the actor as King 
Arthur, grossed £46m for the 
theatre company he ran, making 
him very rich. So rich that he 
even left a Rolls-Royce Phantom 
Five in a garage in New York for 
25 years because he’d forgotten 
he owned it - at a cost of about 
$400 a week. 

Harris was a canny property 


investor though, shelling out on 
homes around the world, 
including the Tower House in 
Holland Park for £75,000 in 1969 
which he then sold to Led 
Zeppelin guitarist Jimmy Page - 
who still lives there - a few years 
later. 

He also once owned this Grade 
Il-listed six-bedroom cottage 
overlooking Warmington village 
green in the Cotswolds. With 


walled gardens and courtyard, 
Harbages Farmhouse has got 
stacks of period features 
including a flagstone floor, 
window seats, large inglenook 
fireplaces with wood burning 
stoves, bread oven and exposed 
timbers.

Perfect place for a Burns night? 



ICONIC Scottish poet Robert 
Burns is so well loved around 
the world that there are more 
statues of him than any other 
non-religious figure, after Queen 
Victoria and Christopher 
Columbus. 

The bard penned Auld Lang 
Syne and inspired the millions of 
Burns Suppers that take place 
around the world every year, 
held in his honour since his 
early death. 

When he wasn’t busy putting 
pen to paper, he had a pretty 
busy schedule of hard drinking 
and womanising, fathering 12 
children from four mothers. 

A farmer’s son, born in 
Alloway, South Ayrshire in 1759, 
Burns found fame as a poet at 27, 
but despite inheriting his 
father’s farm, soon got into 
financial difficulties and had 
made two women pregnant. 

He married and swapped 
farming for full-time 
employment as an excise officer, 
but the steady income gave him 


the funds to drink heavily and 
he died, aged 37, of rheumatic 
fever, after collapsing drunk by 
the roadside in the pouring rain. 

He often stayed here - once 
The King’s Arms Inn - when on 
business in Kirkcudbright. Now 
a five-bedroom family home with 
large dining kitchen, it’s even 
got some of the poet’s graffiti on 
a wall which decorators found in 
the 1920s: ‘When January winds 


were blawin’ cauld... 
(Kirkcudbright?) I took my way 
but mirksome night did me 
enfauld...till earlyest day’ and is 
signed, R Burns. 

The poet’s admirers might 
find even more inspiration in the 
Georgian townhouse which is up 
for sale at £540,000.

AUDREY Hepburn beat Julie 
Andrews to the film role of Eliza 
Doolittle in My Fair Lady - 
despite the English actress’s 
success playing the part on 
Broadway.

A linguistics expert 
with one foot in academia and 
the other in London high society, 
Wilson’s former 10-bedroom 
mansion in London’s Upper 
Wimpole Street is now on the 
market for £14.95m.

T HE latest Clubman has 
already made a name 
for itself as the most 
family-friendly MINI on 
the market and now it’s 
getting an extra shot of 
practicality. 

An all-wheel-drive set up is 
now available on the five seat 
estate version of Britain’s 
favourite little car and it gives 
the Clubman plenty of 
versatility. 

In poor conditions it has added 
grip while for everyday motoring 
the ALL4 system makes it more 
sure footed than its front wheel 
drive counterparts. The ride is a 
little more fidgety than in the 
regular Clubman but it is a 
sensation that does not impact 
on the car’s nifty handling. 

Powered by a 190bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel the Cooper SD ALL4 
Clubman is priced from £27,410 
and the automatic model we 
tried cost from £28,975, including 
metallic paint and a posh 
looking leather and carbon black 
interior. 

The diesel is available only 
with an eight speed steptronic 
auto - a transmission also fitted 
to the cheaper petrol engined 


Clubman Cooper S ALL4s priced 
from £25,985. Manual Cooper S 
models start from £24,305. 

The bonus of the diesel 
powertrain is added economy 
and it’s most effective with the 
auto box resulting in an official 
fuel return of 58.9mpg with 
emissions of 126g/km. 

That’s 14 miles to the gallon 
more than the petrol alternative 
and even under real world 
driving conditions you can 
expect to see it average more 


than 40mpg with ease. 

However, the all wheel drive 
set up shaves a hefty lOmpg off 
the 68.9mpg MINI claims for the 
regular front-wheel-drive 
Clubman and that reduces the 
range of the ALL4 model by the 
best part of 200 miles. 

Nevertheless it should still 
make almost 500 miles between 
fill ups and it is just as nippy to 
drive with a 0 to 60 acceleration 
of 7.2 seconds and a claimed 
maximum of 138mph.

Ground clearance of five-and- 
a-half inches is the same as any 
other Clubman and while the 
ALL4 is marginally heavier, 
luggage capacity remains at a 
useful 360 litres, extending to a

The ALL4 configuration is 
bound to extend the Clubman’s 
appeal in the mainstream family 
market and this one is the first 
four-wheel-drive model to be 
built at the MINI factory at 
Cowley in Oxford. 

MINI’S other four-wheel-drive 
offering, the pumped up 
Countryman, is built at a 
specialist facility in Austria. 
Apart from ALL4 badges on the 
wings there are no obvious style 


changes such as meaty bodywork 
or protective cladding to denote 
its added abilities and the latest 
version of the Clubman is as 
smart as the rest of the line up. 

The 4x4 system is designed not 
to make it an off-roader but a 
very capable all-rounder - and 
one with a modicum of ‘soft- 
road’ abilitly. 

Based on the stretched five- 
door MINI which was introduced 
last year, the Clubman is a 
proper five seater and with its 
characteristic side-opening split 
tailgates - which can be operated 
remotely - it is much more user 
friendly than any other MINI 
and is the one that can genuinely 
cater for an average family’s 
needs. 

It’s well equipped and this 
particular version came with full 
online connectivity to bolster the 
sat nav, a head up display, high 
definition reversing camera and 
a Harman Kardon hi-fi system 
among an array of options which 
took the final price up to £36,070.

WORK is set to begin on much- 
needed new £6m facilities for 
| Harlow Rugby Club. 

The work will be funded from 
i the proceeds of the sale of the 
club’s existing ground to Kier 
| Living Eastern. 

Members of the club, Kier Liv¬ 
ing Eastern and Harlow Council 
gathered at the new ground to 
cut the first turf for the multi- 
| million pound development. 

The town’s thriving rugby 
club has more than 300 playing 
| members, ranging from age six 
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up to veterans, with the men’s 
first XV playing in London Divi¬ 
sion 3 North East, the ladies 
playing in the National Chal¬ 
lenge One South East North 
league and juniors and minis 
playing at each age group. 

The club will play its last sea¬ 
son at the current ground at 
Ram Gorse before moving to the 
new facility at Latton Farm, just 
two miles away, in spring 2017. 

The new site, off Howard Way, 
is more central to Harlow and 
part of the corridor of sports 
facilities for the town that 
already includes football fields 
and the Harlow Leisurezone. 
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Alan Brooking, chairman of 
Harlow RFC, said; “Our current 
clubhouse was built in 1955 and, 
as much as we love it here, we 
have run out of playing and 
training space. 

Latest design 

“The clubhouse is no longer 
fit for the modern requirements 
of a multi-age, multi-sex playing 
membership so to see work 
starting shortly is testament to 
all those who believed and 
worked on this project over the 
past 20 years. 

“The new club will be a pur¬ 
pose-built facility using the very 
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latest design techniques inside 
and out, with four adult pitches 
and two mini pitches, flood¬ 
lights to training pitches and 
first XV pitches and a two-storey 
clubhouse encompassing all of 
the RFU and Sport England 
guidelines which we believe will 
provide a fantastic facility for 
our members both on and off the 
pitch.” 

He added: “One of the key 
reasons for the move is to sup¬ 
port the club in significantly 
enhancing the development of 
rugby both for the club and the 
local community. 

“The club will retain its status 
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as a community amateur sports 
club, and as such we are also 
very keen to support other not- 
for-profit organisations in the 
town that require space.” 

Tony Durcan, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s Portfolio Holder for Regen¬ 
eration & Enterprise, said: 
“This is a fantastic day for Har¬ 
low Rugby Club and for the 
town’s continued regeneration. 

“Harlow is very proud of its 
sporting traditions, the facilit¬ 
ies it provides and the differ¬ 
ence this all makes to people’s 
lives. The new state-of-the-art 
rugby club home will be a place 
for all the community to enjoy.”

Chiassaro is a 
medal man at 
Euro Champs 

RICHARD CHIASSARO captured 
his first European title as he 
starred at the IPC Athletics 
European Championships in 
Italy and swiftly added three 
silver medals during the week. 

On Sunday the Harlow 
Athletic Club member set a 
championship record of 25.Msec 
as he blasted to his first major 
title in the T54 200m at the Carlo 
Zecchini stadium in Grosseto. 

“I started to wobble 40m from 
the end -1 missed my push but 
luckily I could straighten it up 
and hold on to the lead,” said 
Chiassaro. “I could see I had hit 
21.9 mph and know my top speed 
is 22 mph - on the bend I wasn’t 
that quick but once we hit the 
home straight I knew I just had 
to turn it on. 

“It was a memorable 
experience going on to that 
podium. After Doha (IPC 
Athletics World Championships) 
I was so disappointed but Jenni 
Banks (his coach) and I went 
away and worked on the things 
which needed changing and it is 
working so far.” 

The success continued for the 
Harlow athlete on Monday. Only 
Paralympian David Weir 
finished ahead of him in the T54 
400m, Chiassaro grabbing the 
silver medal in 46.46. 

“It’s really good to add silver 
to my 200m gold. It puts me and 
Dave (Weir) number one and two 
in the world in the 400m as it 
stands,” said the Harlow man. 

Tuesday brought the T54 800m 
and he was only behind Weir 
again with a time of lmin 
35.65sec after a brilliant finish. 

Chiassaro then took silver in 
the T54 100m on Wednesday, 
clocking 14.82, just behind Leo 
Pekka Tahti, from Finland. 
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
